The  Council  Prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  Ollivierre. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  February  15,  1990  Executive 
Council  Meeting.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  who  were  present  for 
their  attendance  and  urged  their  continuous  presence  at  Council 
Meetings  and  suggested  they  urge  their  brother  and  sister  Vice 
Presidents  who  were  not  in  attendance  to  attend  future  Board 
meetings.  He  noted  that  the  Council  would  be  receiving  a 
resignation  letter  from  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and  that  the 
Council's  attorney  has  had  conversation  with  V.P.  Walsh's 
attorney  and  that  this  letter  of  resignation  would  be 
forthcoming. 

PRESIDENTS  REPORT: 


On  the  political  front,  President  Osborn  reported  on  a  meeting  he 
attended  with  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  and  Mass.  Building 
Trades  President,  Leo  Purcell  with  William  Delahunt 
and  Representative  Roosevelt,  lead  people  with  the  Frank  Bellotti 
campaign  and  on  it  being  a  good  meeting  and  noted  that  its 
hopeful  the  dialogue  has  helped  in  that  F.  Bellotti  had  made 
quotes  in  the  newspapers  that  appear  derogatory.  The  President 
advised  that  he  had  informed  these  people  that  our  stand  is 
uncommitted  until  a  candidate  committed  to  us.  He  further  noted 
the  Council  would  be  working  around  an  issue  per  month  and  would 
be  soliciting  responses  to  labor's  agenda  and  issues  from  each  of 
the  candidates.  President  Osborn  also  reported  that  Labor  will 
have  a  good  size  delegation  at  the  Democratic  State  Convention 
and  that  it  was  his  feeling  the  longer  Labor  waits  for  an 
endorsement  the  more  worth  we  will  have. 

On  the  Annual  Good  Scouts  Award  Dinner  of  which  President  Osborn 
was  the  first  recipient,  the  President  thanked  the  Vice 
Presidents  for  their  attendance  and  that  it  was  a  good  time  and 
good  turnout  even  though  it  was  bad  weather  the  night  of  the 
Award. 


He  also  noted  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  had  taken  on  the  Right- 
to-work  people  in  their  creation  of  a  badge  honoring  Organized 
Labor. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meeting  with  local 
unions/organizations  that  made  up  the  MBTA  Alliance  of  Unions 
regarding  an  ongoing  jurisdictional  dispute  with  OPEIU,  Local  6 
and  noted  Anthony  Mastandrea  from  the  Machinists  was  the 
spokesperson  for  the  group  in  attendance.  He  reported  he 
informed  the  parties  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  did  not  have 
jurisdiction  in  the  matter  and  should  not  get  involved. 

The  President  gave  a  report  on  the  AFL-CIO  Conference  in  Bal 
Harbor,  Florida  and  on  attending  COPE  meetings  there  and  making  a 
report  on  behalf  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  of  discussions  of 
various  legislative  races  throughout  the  Country;  on  attending  a. 
meeting  of  the  National's  Harvard  Trade  Union  Advisory  Board,  of 
which  he  is  a  member,  and  of  hopes  that  this  program  would  be 
expanded. 

On  the  TEAM  -  Invest  in  Massachusetts  Future  Fund,  President 
Osborn  reported  on  numerous  and  on-going  meetings  and  noted  this 
referenda  campaign  was  shaping  up  along  the  lines  of  the  campaign 
on  Question  #2.  He  noted  that  Unions  and  Independent 
Associations  along  with  other  groups  have  totaled  130 
organizations  that  will  be  participating  in  this  effort  and  have 
signed  up;  the  army  is  presently  being  built;  the  public 
employees7  necks  are  on  the  line  in  this  and  that  it  will  take  a 
lot  of  effort  and  time  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  to  defeat  Barbara 
Anderson  in  her  attempts  to  roll  back  taxes  and  also  to  push  to 
victory  our  own  referenda  question. 

He  thanked  Vice  President  Lydon,  V.P.  Simmons  of  the  Boston 
Building  Trades  and  Leo  Purcell,  President  of  the  Mass.  Building 
Trades  for  their  participation,  great  input  and  interest  and 
noted  that  $1,000  had  been  contributed  to  the  campaign  from 
District  Council  #35  of  the  Painters.  He  further  advised  the 
Vice  Presidents  will  be  called  upon  to  get  involved  when  we  begin 
to  go  out  to  the  various  communities. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  as  a  result  of  a  request  by  the 
National  AFL-CIO,  the  Council  hosted  a  meeting  of  trade  unionists 
from  New  Zealand. 

The  President  reported  on  a  meeting  with  Michael  Holden  from 
ATU,  Local  12  05  on  the  anticipated  Greyhound  strike  which  did 
occur.  He  further  advised  on  the  Greyhound  strike  that  there 
were  smaller  numbers  of  employees  involved  than  in  the  strike  of 
1983  and  the  present  issue  leading  to  this  strike  was  that  the 
Company  wants  a  six  (6)  year  contract  with  no  raises  and  with 
givebacks.  He  noted  the  lines  have  been  drawn  and  the  strikers 
are  high  spirited  and  that  there  was  some  violence  being  reported 
on  the  lines,  that  poor  wages  had  been  paid  and  that  the  only  way 
the  employees  made  any  money  was  by  working  extra  runs.   He  noted 


the  Council  was  assisting  Local  1205,  co-sponsored  a  rally  and 
that  many  unions  are  jumping  in  to  direct  this  strike.  He 
further  advised  the  Council  was  behind  the  strikers  and  that  a 
picket  line  strategy  meeting  was  being  planned  and  noted  that  in 
this  area  there  were  5  to  6  workplace  locations  and  73  union 
members  in  this  area  and  that  Local  1205  would  also  be  taking 
advantage  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Food  Bank.  He  also  noted  that  the 
North  Shore  CLC  was  also  feeding  strikers  and  that  the  Mass.  AFL- 
CIO  Council  was  paying  the  food  bills  for  this.  He  noted  the 
procedures  being  used  would  have  to  be  re-checked;  he  also 
reported  the  Greyhound  strikers  strike  fund  was  only  $50.00  per 
week  per  striker.  He  noted  this  was  a  tough  strike  and  that  both 
the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Council  and  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Council  is 
involved  in  assisting. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meeting  with  Samuel  Leiken, 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  Product  Development  Corporation 
and  of  recommending  support  in  his  efforts  and  urging  the 
affiliates  to  do  likewise. 

On  Kawasaki  taking  over  the  G.E.  facilities  in  Pittsfield  in 
building  rail  cars.  President  Osborn  reported  that  last  June  as  a 
result  of  concern  by  the  New  York  AFL-CIO  meetings  were  held  with 
Kawasacki,  the  MBTA  and  V.P.  Irvin,  who  is  also  a  Director  on  the 
MBTA  to  discuss  Kawasaki's  purchase  of  a  company  in  New  York  that 
hired  employees  then  fired  them.  He  further  reported  that  he  had 
been  informed  by  V.P.  Dimitropolis  that  it  was  stated  in 
Pittsfield  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  been  informed  and  involved 
in  the  ongoing  Kawasaki  situation  in  Pittsfield.  The  President 
stated  this  was  untrue.  He  also  reported  that  at  the  present 
time  he  had  contacted  the  Mayor  of  Pittsfield  and  the  MBTA 
regarding  the  Kawasaki  takeover  in  Pittsfield  and  hopefully  its 
hiring  of  former  GE  employees  for  their  work  force.  The  President 
feels  he  explained  our  past  involvement  in  June  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

President  Osborn  reported  being  contacted  by  a  former  Labor 
Representative  who  wanted  to  make  a  run  for  a  Constitutional 
Office.  He  advised  him  that  he  felt  it  was  too  late  and  would 
send  the  wrong  message  to  other  candidates  and  that  he 
discouraged  this  person's  attempt  to  run. 

The  President  also  advised  on  attending  and  speaking  to  a  class 
of  the  HTUP  and  reported  the  Council  has  hosted  a  reception  for 
the  graduates  in  that  they  had  corrected  the  scholarship  exams 
for  the  Council;  on  meetings  with  Sec.  of  Administration  and 
Finance,  Edward  Lashman,  who  wanted  to  keep  in  touch  on  an 
ongoing  basis;  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Enviromental  Committee  was 
up  and  running  and  hoped  more  of  the  Building  Trades  Unions  would 
become  involved  and  that  this  committee  had  taken  on  an  agenda 
that  wants  to  insure  building  takes  place  but  at  the  same  time 
not  at  the  cost  of  poisoning  the  earth  and  that  Enviromental 
Secretary  DeVillars  had  attended  the  last  meeting  and  stated  he 
felt  he  certainly  knew  the  environmental  business. 


President  Osborn  reported  on  having  a  meeting  with  Joseph 
Kelleher,  B.M. ,  IBEW,  Local  1505  and  Peter  DiCicco,  President,. 
IUE,  District  2  relative  to  the  subject  of  conversion  of  jobs 
from  defense  to  industry;  that  cut  backs  in  defense  were  on  the 
horizon;  that  Pres.  DiCicco  was  in  favor  of  legislation  being 
filed  to  study  what  products  could  be  made  in  place  of  the 
defense  industry;  that  Local  1505  was  against  this  at  this  time 
and  that  the  results  of  the  meeting  was  an  agreement  to  have  more 
discussion  and  that  the  role  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  on  this  issue 
was  one  of  a  conduit  to  set  the  meetings  up  and  not  of  one  to 
take  a  position  on  and  there  were  large  affiliates  on  both  sides 
of  this  issue  and  that  the  Council  did  not  want  to  send  a  wrong 
message  to  Congress  or  to  overseas  businesses. 

On  the  matter  of  a  potential  COPE  video  being  put  together,  the 
President  reported  the  idea  was  to  have  one  ready  by  the  Gompers, 
Murray,  Meany  Institute,  but  after  discussions  with  the  group 
that  would  be  putting  it  together,  he  noted  the  costs  would  be 
unbelievably  too  much. 

President  Osborn  reported  meeting  with  Thomas  Birmingham,  a 
candidate  for  Senator  Doris's  seat  and  noted  it  was  his  feeling 
that  there  was  personal  animosity  against  him  in  that  the  Council 
did  not  support  him  in  his  previous  bid  for  this  seat.  President 
Osborn  reported  that  there  was  nothing  personal  in  that  prior 
decision  in  that  the  incumbent  in  that  race,  last  time,  had  been 
a  friend  of  Labor.  Pres.  Osborn  noted  that  Sen.  Doris  had  made 
the  decision  not  to  run  for  re-election  this  time,  due  to  health 
reasons,  and  that  Brother  Birmingham  would  be  a  front-runner  in 
this  race  and  that  he  would  be  a  good  solid  vote  for  Labor.  He 
also  noted  he  had  informed  him  that  there  was  no  past  animosity 
only  thing  being  guestioned  was  his  impatience  to  obtain  office. 

The  President  reported  on  a  meeting  held  with  Sec./Treas.  Haynes 
and  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  New  Hampshire 
AFL-CIO  evolving  around  the  issue  of  political  activity  in  their 
respective  states  and  to  exchange  information. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  as  a  result  of  meetings  between  the 
National  AFL-CIO  and  the  Democratic  Party  a  coordinated  campaign 
to  direct  money  into  states  and  to  assist  in  Gubernatorial  races, 
Senate  races,  etc.  has  been  put  together.  He  noted  that  the 
Party  Chair  in  this  state  was  not  describing  this  areas 
activities  clearly  enough  and  that  part  of  the  proposed  campaign 
frowned  on  involvement  in  referenda  campaigns.  He  further 
reported  that  the  response  of  the  National  AFL-CIO  to  such  a 
coordinated  campaign  was  one  of  taking  the  stand  that  only  if  the 
State  Federation  approves  such  a  plan,  would  it  happen. 
President  Osborn  further  reported  that  as  a  result  of  these 
discussions  and  many  meetings,  Senator  Kerry  and  Majority  Leader 
Flaherty  became  involved  with  meetings  with  he  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Haynes  along  with  the  State  Committee.  President  Osborn 
noted  that  the  Party  wanted  monies  and  that  we  always  gave  them 
financial  support,  but  never  received  due  credit  and  that  in  the 
future  the  Party  would  supply  us  lists  instead  of  the  Council 


purchasing  them.  He  further  noted  that  Congressman  Atkins,  who 
is  also  the  State  Democratic  Party  Chair  has  a  100%  voting  record 
but  what  he  has  done  in  Congress  is  not  what  has  been  done  at  the 
State  level.  He  advised  the  meeting  with  Sen.  Kerry  and  Rep. 
Flaherty  and  members  of  the  Democratic  Committee  was  productive. 

The  President  advised  on  attending  the  IBEW,  Local  2222,  "hanging 
tough"  party;  on  meeting  with  former  Sen.  D'Amico  regarding  his 
request  for  assistance  in  retiring  his  campaign  debt  and  that  the 
Senator  had  been  a  dear  friend  to  Labor  and  had  gotten  deeply 
involved  in  his  campaign  and  that  he  as  President  explained  the 
Council  could  not  go  into  the  past  and  could  not  be  a  major 
player  in  reducing  this  debt.   He  noted  the  Senator  understood. 

On  the  striking  Eastern  Machinists  rally  at  Logan  Airport, 
President  Osborn  reported  there  were  approximately  500  in 
attendance,  it  was  a  windy  day  but  there  was  much  good  feeling 
and  noted  that  after  1  year  on  the  line  the  Unions  showed  up  with 
solid  support  and  congratulated  V.P.  Burke  in  his  efforts  for  the 
event . 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  Workers  Compensation  situation 
in  that  the  fund  is  strapped  and  management  was  getting  hit  with 
the  bills  and  that  the  second  injury  fund  bills  will  be  going  out 
and  that  many  employees  were  receiving  good  benefits  and  that 
some  should  not  be  receiving  them  and  that  questions  are  being 
raised  on  that  issue.  He  reported  that  studies  are  showing  a 
large  amount  of  litigation  taking  place;  three  times  as  many 
cases  being  filed,  less  accidents  but  more  litigation.  He  noted 
Labor  will  have  to  be  more  involved  with  looking  at  this  and  that 
much  time  and  effort  has  been  put  forth  by  Legislative  Director 
Foley,  V.P.  Joyce,  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  and  V.P.  Mahar  in  regards  to 
Workers  Compensation  and  that  a  great  deal  of  time  is  spent  by 
the  Council  on  this  issue. 

The  President  reported  on  attending  the  swearing  in  ceremony  of 

Robert  Bryant  of  the  Carpenters  as  a  member  of  the  MHFA.  He 

noted  Brother  Bryant  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  to 
this  position. 

On  the  Drug  Testing  Legislation,  the  President  advised  Director 
Foley  will  speak  to  the  Vice  Presidents  further  on  this  matter. 
President  Osborn  noted  that  the  position  the  Council  was  taking 
on  this  legislation  was  one  of  protecting  our  members  and  that 
the  courts  have  not  been  ruling  in  our  favor  and  that  we  had 
taken  this  position  but  did  not  know  if  anything  will  come  of 
this  legislation  this  year.  He  noted  the  position  used  to  be  one 
of  no  way,  no  day,  etc.  ,  now  the  position  is,  if  so,  there  has 
to  be  proper  treatment,  confidentiality,  procedures  and 
guidelines  put  in  place. 

President  Osborn  reported  that  he  had  lunch  with  State  Treasurer 
Crane  and  all  seemed  well  with  him. 

The  President  reported  having  a  DET  briefing  meeting  with  the 


Legislative  Director,  Secretary-Treasurer  and  representatives 
from  DET  regarding  the  unemployment  fund;  on  having  continuous 
meetings  with  TEAM  Exec.  Director,  Jim  Braude,  relative  to  the 
referenda  campaign;  on  attending  the  Legislative  Conference  and 
noted  the  format  was  excellent,  panelists  were  excellent  and 
there  was  participation  by  the  attendees.  He  commended  Director 
Foley  for  his  work  on  the  Conference.  He  further  advised  meeting 
with  Susie  Teegartden  from  ISP  and  noted  the  future  does  not  look 
good  in  that  area. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  and  speaking  at  the  National 
Apprenticeship  Seminar  of  the  Glaziers  Union;  on  meetings  of  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Health  and  Safety  Committee  who  is  charged  with 
planning  the  events  for  Workers  Memorial  Day;  he  noted  SEIU  has 
shown  interest  and  SEIU  International  President,  John  Sweeney, 
wants  to  be  part  of  the  tribute  scheduled  for  that  day.  He  noted 
the  committee  has  great  ideas  and  that  Massachusetts  was  the  only 
state  that  has  had  legislation  passed  declaring  the  fourth  Friday 
of  April  be  designated  Worker  Memorial  Day.  He  noted  the 
National  AFL-CIO  has  designated  Saturday  and  that  Massachusetts 
would  be  designating  Friday.  He  reported  the  events  being  planned 
included  lighting  of  a  memorial  torch,  a  union  honor  guard, 
possibly  families  of  accident  victims  participating  along  with 
those  that  have  suffered  job  injuries  and  that  a  possibility  of 
Central  Labor  Council's  doing  candle  light  vigils. 

President  Osborn  reported  attending  the  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Central  Labor  Council  and  commended  V.P.  Burke  and 
V.P.  Joyce  for  a  most  successful  meeting. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Devlin  requested  the  meeting  go  off  the 
recorded  record. 

At  this  time,  the  Council  meeting  went  back  on  the  recorded 
record. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT; 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  presented  the  regular  monthly 
financial  report  of  the  Council  and  noted  it  was  a  decent  month, 
per  capita  wise,  and  responded  to  questions  on  the  report. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Devlin  inquired  as  to  what  other  Hotels  are 
owned  by  the  people  who  own  the  Park  Plaza  and  questioned  why  the 
Lenox  was  used  for  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  conference. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  area  hotels  and  President 
Osborn  advised  that  the  Lenox  was  owned  by  the  people  who  own  the 
Park  Plaza;  that  it  was  a  Union  hotel  and  that  the  hotel  dispute 
was  that  only  the  Park  Plaza  was  in  question  because  of  its  Hotel 
Management  making  remarks  in  the  newspaper. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  his  recent  activities  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  and  noted  that  he  had  participated  in  many 


of  the  events  so  reported  in  the  President's  report.  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Haynes  informed  the  Council  on  meetings  of  the  DET 
Advisory  Board  and  on  the  indexing  expenses  for  the  unemployment 
insurance  and  that  the  fund  is  going  bankrupt  and  would  go 
totally  bankrupt  within  two  years  if  appropriate  action  was  not 
taken  now. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  attending  the  Local  2222  IBEW 
"Hanging  Tough"  event,  the  one  year  anniversary  rally  on  behalf 
of  striking  IAM  members  at  Eastern;  participating  in  Greyhound 
rallies;  attending  the  Legislative  Conference  and  on  meetings  of 
the  Public  Employee\TEAM  group.  He  further  reported  that 
regarding  the  referendum  campaign  the  public  sector  had  raised 
money  for  the  first  quarter  and  that  this  campaign  will  rival  the 
Vote  No  on  #2  effort. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  further  noted  that  he  had  attended  a 
press  conference  with  Boston  Mayor,  Raymond  Flynn,  relative  to 
earned  income  credit  and  advised  the  Council  members  that 
employees  who  have  earned  less  than  $19,000  and  have  dependents 
might  qualify  for  earned  income  credits;  he  suggested  if  there 
were  questions  on  this  issue,  the  Vice  Presidents  should  contact 
him. 

On  recent  affiliations,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on 
meeting  with  and  affiliating  an  86  member  Paperworkers  Local  in 
Methuen  and  that  several  IAFF  locals  have  just  affiliated. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  congratulated  Sec./Treas.  Haynes 
and  Mass.  AFL-CIO  staffer,  Rich  Rogers,  for  their  affiliation 
efforts. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR: 

Director  Haynes  reported  attending  and  speaking  at  a  rally  of 
graduate  students  at  U-Mass,  Amherst,  who  are  attempting  to 
organize  under  the  United  Auto  Workers  and  receiving  some 
opposition.  He  further  reported  that  the  rally  participants 
wanted  to  get  in  to  see  the  President  and  he  as  a  Trustee  of  the 
University  gained  access  and  a  representative  committee  met  with 
the  President.  He  noted  there  are  1,500  to  2,000  students 
involved  in  this  organizing  attempt. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  hosting  a  reception  for 
the  students  attending  the  HTUP  after  they  had  assisted  the 
Council  in  correcting  the  Scholarship  examinations.  He  also 
advised  the  Council  members  on  discussions  that  have  taken  place 
with  AFL-CIO  Education  Director  Dorothy  Shields  on 
vocational  education  and  apprenticeship  programs. 

He  further  advised  that  the  first  mailing  on  the  Gompers,  Murray, 
Meany  Educational  Institute  has  been  sent  out  along  with  the 
notice  on  the  Golf  Tournament  to  be  held  prior  to  the  Institute 
and  that  he  is  seeking  sponsors  for  the  Golf  Tournament.    He 


noted  that  last  year  receipts  for  the  Tournament  netted  $1,500 
for  the  Scholarship  Program  and  the  goal  for  this  year  is  to  be 
able  to  fund  four  (4)  $1,000  scholarships.  He  urged  the  support 
and  participation  by  the  Vice  Presidents  both  at  the  Institute 
and  Golf  Tournament. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Abdow  reported  to  the  Council  meeting  that 
Professor  Harvey  Friedman  was  retiring  from  his  position  at  the 
Labor  Studies  Center  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at 
Amherst  and  that  he  would  like  to  recommend  the  the  name  of  Frank 
Annunziato,  to  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO,  to  replace  Professor 
Friedman.  V.P.  Abdow  noted  Brother  Annunziato  has  a  great  labor 
background  and  has  also  worked  closely  with  his  Organization,  the 
UFCW  and  in  various  computer  surveys  and  research  projects  in 
western  Mass,  and  that  he  also  has  the  respect  of  the  business 
community . 

V.P.  Devlin  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  of  Brother 
Annunziato  to  this  position. 

V.P.  Dart  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recommendation. 

MMS  to  recommend  Frank  Annunziato  to  fill  the  position  created 
by  the  retirement  of  Harvey  Friedman.   Unanimous  vote. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Education  Director.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR; 

Director  Foley  passed  out  a  written  legislative  report  to  the 
members  of  the  Council. 

He  reported  on  pending  legislation  regarding  increasing  fines  for 
violations  in  the  workplace;  that  they  were  presently  too  low,  it 
would  be  a  battle  and  not  many  people  are  supportive.  He  advised 
that  he  wanted  to  get  it  through  this  year  before  the  present 
Chairperson  left.  On  minimum  wage  legislation,  Director  Foley 
reported  that  legislation  was  held  back  last  year  because  of 
National  legislation  being  passed  and  he  stated  that  hopefully 
there  would  be  movement  this  year  on  the  minimum  wage  at  the 
state  level. 

Director  Foley  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  the  Unemployment 
insurance  system  funding  is  dropping  month  by  month  with  the 
state's  serious  economic  and  financial  troubles;  he  noted  in  the 
past  the  Council  had  been  successful  in  increasing  the  dependency 
benefits  rates  under  unemployment  and  now  an  increase  in  the  base 
employers  have  to  pay  must  take  place;  Massachusetts  is  presently 
at  3  0  weeks  for  collecting  unemployment,  whereas  it's  2  6  in  most 
other  States.  He  also  advised  that  since  1975  the  minimum  needed 
to  earn  was  $1,200  in  one  year  then  you  would  qualify  to  collect 
unemployment  and  that  business  now  wants  to  change  this  amount  to 
$2,400.  He  noted  increasing  this  unemployment  insurance  fund  has 
to  be  done  this  year  and  reported  a  hearing  on  this  matter  was 
scheduled  for  March  21. 


Director  Foley  also  reported  that  other  hearings  would  be  taking 
place  on  Workers  Compensation  and  that  this  State  has  extremely 
high  benefits,  as  it  should,  but  that  the  claims  were  increasing 
two  to  three  times  as  fast  as  in  the  past.  He  advised  that  AIM 
has  filed  a  bill  which  would  include  cutting  back  the  benefits 
that  were  increased  in  1985;  the  Lawyers  want  more  money  to  be 
put  into  the  fund  for  judges  and  Director  Foley  stated  he  did  not 
think  any  of  this  will  happen  this  legislative  year.  Director 
Foley  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  it  was  his  feeling  that 
after  the  present  Chair  leaves,  the  next  Chair  will  not  be 
concerned  about  this. 

Director  Foley  also  noted  that  on  Workers  Compensation  cases  the 
average  wait  is  six  to  seven  months  from  a  hearing  date  which  is 
still  too  long  but  that  in  the  past  it  had  been  a  two  year  wait; 
he  noted  he  will  keep  the  Council  members  informed. 

The  Director  reported  that  on  re-filed  bills,  only  written 
testimony  would  be  accepted;  that  there  were  presently  35  open 
legislative  seats  according  to  his  projection  and  urged  caution 
in  endorsements. 

He  further  informed  the  members  of  a  problem  developing  regarding 
workers  compensation  in  that  Doctor's  were  sending  employees 
across  the  state  boarders  for  treatment  under  worker  comp. 
payments;  and  that  Massachusetts  rates  were  higher  and  that  out 
of  state  people  are  billing  using  the  Massachusetts  rates  and 
that  some  employees  are  being  treated  in  Florida.  He  further 
advised  that  the  intent  of  the  law  would  be  to  use  the 
Massachusetts  rates  if  being  treated  out  of  state. 

V.P.  Collins  noted  that  many  employees  and  members  who  have  been 
out  have  to  wait  long  periods  of  time  to  get  treated  before 
going  back  to  work  and  that  maybe  if  the  Doctor's  received 
increased  rates  this  would  help  the  time  elements.  Presently 
they  are  not  treating  these  people  because  of  the  rates  being 
paid  by  Doctors. 

Director  Foley  noted  the  rates  have  to  be  increased  but  this  must 
be  done  everywhere  and  that  something  has  to  be  done  in  total . 

President  Osborn  suggested  a  level  where  Doctor's  get  an  increase 
would  have  to  be  found. 

V.P.  Joyce  reported  that  he  sits  as  a  member  on  the  Medical 
Review  Board  and  advised  that  under  this  review  Board  any 
excessives  are  to  be  reviewed  and  that  the  Board  was 
predominately  made  up  of  medical  people  and  that  most  of  the 
complaints  being  received  were  not  in  writing  and  that  excessive 
billing  is  driving  up  the  costs  and  that  if  we  are  to  stabilize 
the  rates,  we  would  have  to  pay  out  of  State  services  at  the 
Massachusetts  rates. 

Director  Foley  reported  on  the  Drug  Testing  Legislation  and  that 
the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  Substance  Abuse  Committee  had  been  working 


with  Attorney  Mary  Sullivan  on  it.  He  noted  unions  are  not 
winning  any  drug  testing  cases  in  the  Country  in  the  Courts  and 
that  drug  testing  was  happening  now  in  workplaces  unless  there  is 
collective  bargaining  in  place  and  noted  an  employer  can  test 
anyone  they  want  with  the  exception  of  the  public  sector.  He 
further  reported  that  15-20  meetings  have  taken  place  over 
hundreds  of  hours  on  this  legislation  and  that  previously 
business  had  wanted  drug  testing  legislation  but  are  now  against 
it  because  they  are  winning  cases  in  the  courts.  He  noted  that 
under  this  legislation,  employers  could  not  test  unless  they  have 
a  treatment  program,  a  reputable  company  to  do  the  testing  and 
only  for  just  cause  and  that  pre-employment  and/or  pre-hiring 
testing  would  be  allowed.  Again,  he  noted  the  business  community 
does  not  want  this  legislation  and  the  public  sector  does  not 
want  to  be  involved  and  that  it  was  an  employee  bill. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  informed  the  Council  that  on  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  proposal  going  from  an  eligibility  of 
$1,200  to  $2,400  and  also  having  to  be  employed  for  fifteen  (15) 
weeks  he  noted  the  question  had  been  raised  of  whether  or  not 
this  would  affect  union  members. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  hourly  wages  and  minimum 
wages  being  paid  to  various  union  jurisdictions  that  could 
possibly  be  effected  by  the  change. 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  he  would  have  further  conversation  with  V.P. 
Alman  from  the  ILGWU  on  this  issue. 

Discussion  took  place  as  to  whether  this  change  would  affect  the 
retail  employees.  V.P.  Phinney  advised  that  after  conversations 
with  the  Legislative  Director,  there  would  be  no  effect  on  these 
employees.  Also,  on  a  possible  effect  on  School  teacher  aides  and 
cafeteria  workers. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  one  would  have  to 
have  worked  15  weeks  in  order  to  now  qualify. 

V.P.  Abdow  inquired  as  to  who  was  the  sponsor  of  the  Drug  Testing 
Legislation  and  Director  Foley  responded  that  it  was 
Representative  Landers. 

V.P.  Collins  inquired  as  to  legislation  that  was  filed  by 
Plumbing  Contractors  relative  to  supplying  power  and  inquired  as 
to  the  position  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  on  this  legislation. 

President  Osborn  informed  the  Council  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  has 
never  taken  a  position  of  support  of  that  bill. 

Director  Foley  further  advised  that  meetings  were  held  on  this 
issue  with  the  Utility  Workers  unions,  steelworkers  unions, 
plumbers  unions  and  plumbing  contractors  and  reported  the  results 
of  such  meetings  was  that  no  position  would  be  taken  on  this 
matter  unless  all  parties  were  in  agreement. 
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V.P.  Irvin  advised  that  this  matter  was  more  of  one  of  comment 
than  one  of  legislation  and  felt  it  was  not  going  anywhere  in 
that  non-union  plumbers  would  be  getting  the  work. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
a  COPE  Fundraiser  was  being  planned  in  June  in  that  additional 
funds  were  needed  to  carry  out  the  Council's  upcoming  COPE 
Program  and  noted  that  this  year's  program  would  cost  $120,000 
and  the  Council  presently  only  takes  in  $45,00  for  this  program; 
he  noted  that  many  other  State's  do  a  once  a  year  COPE  fundraiser 
to  raise  funds  for  COPE  programs.  He  advised  June  22  would  be 
the  date  for  this  event  and  urged  the  support  and  participation 
of  the  Council  Members  in  raising  additional  COPE  monies  via  the 
Fundraiser. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  announced  the  annual  National  AFL-CIO  COPE  Road 
Show  was  scheduled  for  March  20,  1990  at  the  Tara  in  Braintree 
and  noted  the  invitations  were  handled  by  the  National  AFL-CIO  to 
this  event. 

The  President  also  reported  on  a  request  to  support  unemployment 
insurance  legislation  that  has  been  filed  regarding  strikers 
benefits  as  a  result  of  the  recent  NYNEX  unemployment  strike  and 
noted  it  would  change  the  waiting  penalty  and  also  be  designed 
along  the  way  the  legislation  is  handled  in  New  York.  He  noted 
he  was  urging  a  cautious  approach  in  that  there  would  be  a 
possibility  of  losing  the  voluntary  language  in  the  present  law. 
He  noted  the  Council  supporting  the  New  York  type  legislation 
with  the  one  week  waiting  period.  He  noted  the  hearing  would  take 
place  on  March  21st. 

MMS  that  President  Osborn  testify  at  the  above  mentioned  hearing 
in  support  of  this  legislation.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  reported  he  will  be  a  co-chair  of  the  upcoming 
Earth  Day  1990  events  and  noted  this  event  had  previously  been 
endorsed  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO.  He  noted  it  would  take  place  on 
Sunday,  April  22  and  further  information  is  forthcoming. 

On  the  Workers  Memorial  Day  event,  President  Osborn  advised  that 
an  honor  guard  with  union  members  in  uniform  was  being  planned 
for  the  event. 

President  Osborn  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  regarding  the 
charges  against  Local  26,  HERE,  that  at  the  request  and  direction 
of  the  Council  he  met  with  the  Council's  Attorney  in  drafting  the 
charges.  He  noted  that  within  3  0  days  after  charges  are  received 
by  Local  26  a  hearing  will  take  place  which  will  be  comprised  of 
five  (5)  non-interested  officers  and  noted  he  would  be  asking  for 
volunteers.  He  read  the  draft  statement  of  charges.  He  further 
noted  he  wanted  to  meet  with  the  Attorney  again  regarding  the 
charges. 
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V.P.  Leahy  inquired  as  to  whether  Local  2  6  had  paid  on  the  one 
member  that  they  said  they  would. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  the  statement  of  Local  2  6  going  to 
pay  per  capita  on  one  staffer  came  from  a  representative  of 
Local  2  6  and  that  at  this  time,  Local  2  6  has  not  paid  anything. 

MMS  to  have  President  Osborn  again  meet  with  the  Council's 
attorney  regarding  the  section  of  the  charges  in  question.  So 
voted. 

President  Osborn  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Health  and  Safety  Committee  had  requested  the 
Council  endorse  a  program  on  adoption,  similar  to  the  one  called 
Wednesday  child.  President  Osborn  advised  the  Committee  Chair, 
Robert  Spinney  had  the  background  information  on  this  item. 

MMS  to  adopt  and  endorse  the  request  as  submitted  by  the  Health 
and  Safety  Committee  regarding  the  adoption  of  hard  to  adopt 
children.   So  voted. 

On  the  Park  Plaza  machinists  picketing  update,  President  Osborn 
advised  he  had  been  requested  by  the  National  Safety  Council  that 
was  coming  to  Boston  and  holding  a  Conference  at  the  Park  Plaza, 
and  that  Ed  Eagan  from  OSHA  and  Joe  Kelleher  from  1505  were 
involved  with,  to  speak  with  the  Machinists  and  he  so  notified 
all  involved  that  the  Machinists  had  taken  the  position  that  they 
will  be  picketing  at  the  Eastern  Airlines  ticket  office  only 
during  that  Conference  and  not  the  Hotel.  He  noted  this 
information  was  received  one-half  hour  ago. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  events  being  planned  for  the 
Dorchester  Day  Parade  which  theme  will  include  a  salute  to  Labor 
and  that  he  has  been  named  one  of  the  Parade  Marshals.  He  noted 
it  would  be  good  visibility  for  the  Council  and  that  further 
information  would  be  forthcoming.  He  noted  the  Parade  is 
scheduled  for  Sunday,  June  3rd. 

He  further  noted  plans  will  be  underway  shortly  for  the  Labor  of 
Love  Walkathon  event. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Health 
and  Safety  Committee  has  brought  information  forward  for 
endorsement  of  a  health  study  on  hazards  in  the  workplace  and  on 
hazards  we  do  to  ourself  such  as  alcohol,  smoking,  etc.  and  that 
the  H  and  S  Committee  would  like  unions  to  participate.  He  noted 
the  study  would  include  organizations  with  3  00  to  3,000  workers. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  group  undertaking  this  study  should 
approach  each  local  union  that  have  health  and  safety  committees 
in  place  already  in  areas  that  have  negotiated  health  and  safety 
language  into  their  agreements. 

Discussions  took  place  regarding  the  size  of  the  organizations 
that  would  possibly  participate,  on  building  trades  locals  that 
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,  have  multi-employers  and  construction  locals  that  move  job  sites 
*  continuously . 

MMS  to  encourage  participation  by  unions  in  this  study.  So  voted. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  introduced  Michael  Holden  and  Ken 
Nutter,  from  ATU,  Local  1205,  the  striking  Greyhound  workers. 

Brothers  Holden  and  Nutter  passed  out  a  fact-sheet  on  the  strike 
to  the  members  of  the  Exec,  council. 

They  expressed  a  need  for  additional  picket  assistance  at  the 
Greyhound  work  sites  in  that  there  were  many  areas  spread  out 
throughout  the  State.  He  specified  Springfield  and  Worcester 
could  use  assistance.  They  noted  that  the  president  of  the  line, 
Curry,  bought  out  the  company  several  years  ago  in  a  leveraged 
buyout  and  that  all  were  cooperating  with  him  to  make  a  go  of  the 
Company  and  that  at  that  time  the  unions  were  supportive  of 
Greyhounds  attempts  to  build  it  up  but  during  the  present 
negotiations  Curry  wants  the  Union  to  accept  a  no  wage  increase 
for  six  years  with  givebacks  package.  They  noted  the  wages  are 
very  low  for  the  Greyhound  employees  and  that  the  only  money 
being  made  was  for  employees  that  made  extra  runs.  They  reported 
that  people  go  to  the  Greyhound  training  schools  then  go  on  to 
employment  with  other  Companies  due  to  the  low  wages  being  paid 
at  Greyhound.  They  also  reported  that  picket  lines  have  been  set 
up  at  each  site  and  that  scabs  are  driving  the  buses  into  the 
entrances  of  the  sites  and  that  then  management  employees  bring 
the  buses  through  the  picket  lines.  They  noted  they  are 
receiving  support  from  other  unionized  bus  line  employees  and 
that  Peter  Pan  drivers  and  Bonanza  drivers  are  honoring  the 
Greyhound  picket  lines.  They  also  advised  that  there  was  a  major 
problem  with  the  Vermont  transit  lines  which  is  also  owned  by 
Curry  that  are  being  used  to  break  the  strike. 

President  Osborn  noted  the  Greater  Boston  Central  Labor  Council 
has  volunteers  who  will  be  assisting  the  strikers  and  suggested  a 
fact-sheet  be  put  out  explaining  which  are  the  good  bus  lines  vs. 
the  bad  ones. 

Discussion  took  place  as  to  which  groups  were  actually  crossing 
the  lines;  who  are  driving  the  buses,  either  non-union,  union, 
scabs,  management,  sub-contractors,  etc. 

Brothers  Holden  and  Nutter  went  on  to  advise  that  there  were 
approximately  8,500  people  involved  which  includes  mechanics, 
maintenance  workers  and  bus  drivers  and  that  one-tenth  of  1%  had 
crossed  the  lines.  Discussion  took  place  on  Greyhounds  use  of 
advertisement  in  hiring  scabs  and  of  offering  a  $2,000  bonus  for 
scab  drivers. 

President  Osborn  advised  the  ATU  Officers  that  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  will  continue  its  assistance  to  them  and  that  the  Council 
was  fully  behind  their  efforts  and  wished  them  success. 
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At  this  time,  President  Osborn  offered  to  the  Council  Members  the 
recommendations  of  International  President  of  the  National  Letter 
Carriers  Union,  Vincent  Sombrotto,  to  receive  the  Gompers, 
Murray,  Meany  Award;  Patricia  Armstrong,  from  the  Boston  Teachers 
Union  and  Exec.  V.P.  Joseph  Faherty  to  be  the  recipients  of  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Outstanding  Service  Merit  Award. 

MMS  to  accept  these  three  recommendations.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.

RE:  Legislative  Report 


The  public  hearings  are  beginning  to  take  place  on  our  legislative 
agenda.  The  hearings  will  continue  through  until  the  end  of  April. 
All  bills  must  be  reported  out  of  Committee  by  April  25  according  to 
the  Joint  Rules  of  the  House  and  Senate.  Here  is  a  sampling  of  the 
hearings  that  have  been  held  on  our  bills  and  a  brief  summary  of  what 
was  covered. 

On  February  26,  a  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Commerce  and  Labor 
Committee  on  our  bill  to  increase  the  fines  on  violations  of  the 
child  labor  laws.  After  the  hearing  the  bill  was  reported  out  favor-,, 
ably.  Last  year  a  similar  bill  passed  the  House  but  was  lost  in  the 
Senate,  hopefully  our  bill  will  go  all  the  way  to  the  Governor's  desk 
this  year. 

On  Wednesday,  March  7,  the  Commerce  and  Labor  Committee  had  a  hearing 
on  drug  testing.  As  I  have  been  saying  for  several  years,  we  have  no 
protection  for  workers  against  unfair  drug  testing  by  employers.  Over 
the  past  few  years,  most  cases  against  drug  testing  have  been  lost  in 
the  Courts.  The  Mass  AFL-CIO  with  the  help  of  the  Substance  Abuse 
Committee  and  Attorney  Mary  Sullivan  have  worked  out  a  bill  with 
protections  for  the  worker.  We  are  hopeful  this  piece  will  move 
forward  this  year. 

On  March  12,  we  had  a  hearing  on  our  minimum  wage  bill.  As  you  may 
know  the  federal  minimum  wage  is  going  up  on  April  1  from  $3.35  to 
$3.80  and  again  next  year  to  $4.25.  Our  own  state  minimum  wage  rate 
is  $3.75  and  our  proposal  is  to  increase  this  rate  to  $4.45  in  1990, 
$4.65  in  1991  and  $4.85  in  1992.  The  bill  is  before  the  Commerce  and 
Labor  Committee,  so  any  letters  to  the  Committee  in  support  of  our 
bill  would  be  greatly  appreciated.  A  prevailing  wage  enforcement  bill 
filed  by  the  Building  Trades  was  also  heard  that  day. 

March  13  saw  the  Natural  Resources  Committee  hold  a  hearing  on  the 
packaging  referendum  sponsored  by  MASSPirg.  As  directed,  the  Mass 
AFL-CIO  was  recorded  in  opposition  to  this  piece  unless  some  provi- 
sions can  be  included  to  protect  workers  in  the  affected  industries 
who  might  become  dislocated  as  a  result  of  passage  of  this  bill. 

Two  important  dates  to  keep  in  mind  

March  21.  Commerce  and  Labor  Committee  hearing  on  Unemployment 
Insurance  legislation.  Currently  the  UI  fund  is  being  depleted  and  it 
looks  like  there  must  be  an  increase  in  employer  taxes. 

March  26.  Commerce  and  Labor  Committee  hearing  on  Workers' 
Compensation  legislation

<+Q  hours  per  week,  not  after  8  hours  per  day 

*  The  Company  could  hire  maintenance  employees  from  the  street 
without  giving  current  employees  a  probationary  period  to 
qualify 

*  No  Maintenance  Service  Worker  under  the  classification  of 
mechanic  or  working  foreman  would  receive  a  wage  increase  over 
the  next  four  years 

*  All  vacations,  holidays  and  sick  leave  would  be  reduced  to 
l/6th  of  l/52nd  of  prior  years  earnings  (was  l/5th  of  l/52nd) 

*  Overtime  for  extra  board  york     would  only  be  paid  for  the  13th 
and  14th  day  if  available  for  work  the  full  12  days  prior 

*  If  any  employee  is  furloughed  for  over  one  year  for  ANY  reason, 
they  would  be  terminated 

*  An  employee  on  sick  leave  or  disability  would  have  to  verify 
same  every  30  days  (now  90  days) 

As  you  can  see,  the  Company  wants  and  wants  but  refuses  to 
GIVE.  Anyone  now  returning  to  work  does  so,  not  with  this  latest 
proposal , -but  with  the  January  10th  proposal  modified  to  include 
the  Testr^fl^&n  on  sub-contracting  of  main-line  service  without 
the  Local(s)  approval.  All  other  changes  remain  the  same. 
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
